Pucci resigns as athletic director

CSUS Athletic Director Tom 
Pucci, who resigned Apni 6, will 
travel to South Carolina for a job 
interview Friday, April 24 

Pucci will be interviewed for the 
athletic director position at the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina at Spar- 
tansburg 

Pucci remain as CSUS 
athletic director until the end of the 
academic year. An interim athletic 
director will be named possibly 
from the athletics staff.

Dean of Students fim Com-

“We would like to make a cho- 
ice within a month,” said Comstock 


Seveial names have been menu- 
oned as an inierim director includ-

“This ts one of the most difficult 
decisions of my life, but one that | 
feel is in the interest of everyone 
concerned,” said Pucci in a state- 
ment released by the athletics de- 


partment. 
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Pucci was contacted by The 
Hornet but refused to comment say- 
ing that his statement was on a 
release at the President's office 


Pucci’s statement contnued, 
“Today (April 6) I met with Presi- 
dent Gerth and tendered my resig- 
nation as athletic director at Cah- 
forma State University, Sacramento, 
so that | may concentrate on other 
employment Opportunities in the 
area of athletics.” 

“My wile and I have labored 
over this decision for for many 
months, but we have always come 
to the same conclusion that it would 


be better for us to seek Opportunities 
elsewhere,” said Pucci 


“Since I was very young, | have 
always aspired to come home and 
build this program into one of the 
best in the nation. | believe we have 
laid a solid foundation for this to 
occur.” 

“Our program is now as success- 
ful as it has ever been with quality 
coaches leading and guiding student- 
athletes in an attempt to fulfill their 
potenual. | am very proud of our 
results on and off the playing field 
We have not only attained national 
rankings in Our men’s and women’s 
sports but also developed an aca- 
demic attendance policy that insures 
integnty within the program.” 


“In light of this recent progress 
Dr. Pucci has indicated an interest in 
advancing his developement as an 
athleuc administrator,” said Presi- 
dent Gerth in a release on Pucci's 
resignation. “The athleuc program 
needs, for its recent progress to con 
unue, a period of stability and con- 
tinuity. The interests of all involved 
wouid be best served by a long-term 
commitment.” 

Pucci, 38, came to CSUS in
